OEL Rohr's Serigraphs, ex- 
hibited at the Jerusalem Ar- 
tists House, are more interest- 
ing technically than  artisti- 
They are competently 
executed samples of a tech- 
nigue, ‘comparatively new in 
Ierael, which has far greater 
possibilities as a medium of 
artistic expression than most 
other graphic processes. Silk 
Screen Prints are “Original 
Graphic” in the best sense of 
the word, all the more since 
the consecutive screens are 
destroyed im the progress of 
printing. The technique is com- 
plex but fully explained by 
the exhibition. 

Rohr’s Serigraphs are balan- 
ced and pleasing in composi- 
tion and colour but somewhat 
hackneyed in style. We have 
seen such idyllic Kibbutz 
scenes and symbolic represen- 
tations of Jewish suffering too 
often-for better or worse. 
Only one print strikes us as 
interesting and _ original : 
“Rain Time.” One will remem- 
ber it and recognize its amus-
